WILMINGTON - The Historic 
Commission continues to forge 
ahead in its efforts to save the 
Butters Farm on Chestnut 
Street with the establishment 
of an account to accept dona- 
tions toward the purchase and 
refurbishment of the structure. 

The land on which the three- 
century-old Butters Farm 
stands, along with five adjacent 


lots, are slated for development 
and the house itself is sched- 
uled to be demolished. 

The owner of the property is 
currently in agreement with a 
local developer, but there is still 
a chance to preserve the prop- 
erty.

Residents may utilize hand- 
held hoses only, but not at all 
between the hours of 9:00 a.m, 
and 5:00 p.m. 

Wilmington lost 60 percent of 
its pumping capacity when it 
was been forced to close 5 out 
of its 9 wells in early 2003. The

Rattlesnake caught on Brand Ave 


..well, not exactly

WILMINGTON - The normal- 
ly quiet Brand Avenue experi- 
enced a thrill or two when two 
residents captured a rat- 
tlesnake on Monday morning. 

In the end, it was determined 
that the snake was not a bona 
fide rattler. The reptile did, 
however, perform a dead-on 
impression right down ‘to the 
shaking of the tail and the 
patented “rattling” sound. 

Brand Avenue resident Dan 
Kakleas spotted the three-foot 
snake crossing the street and 
called over to his neighbor, 
Dom Sanzone. Armed with 
sticks, the two of them man- 
aged to coax the snake into a 
small clear-plastic terrarium 

“It took a few tries to get it 
and it kept trying to strike at 
us,” Sanzone said. 

It wasn’t until the snake was 
corralled that the two men saw 
the snake shake its tail and 
heard the rattle as it repeated- 
ly attempted to strike at the 
men through the plastic. 

Some quick internet research 
indicated that the snake did 
resemble a rattlesnake, specifi- 
cally a Diamond Head. 

“We just assumed it was 
harmless when we were trying 
to catch it,” Sanzone said. “We 
wouldn’t have done it if we'd 
thought it was a rattlesnake.” 

By the time the snake was 
safe and sound behind plexi- 
glass, just about the whole 
neighborhood was in the street 
to catch a glimpse. Sanzone 
assumed that it belonged to 
someone in the neighborhood 
and had escaped, but no one 
was willing to claim it, A call 
was placed to the police to 
report the presence of a rat- 
tlesnake and the police contact- 
ed  Wilmington’s Animal 
Control Officer, who in turn 
contacted the Massachusetts 
Environmental Police. 

The Environmental Police 
were convinced enough by 
Sanzone’s description of the 
animal that an investigation 
was warranted. Upon arrival, 
however, Environmental 
Officers John Callan and Dave 


Ford were quickly able to 
ascertain that the pretender 
was a harmless milk snake. 
“This is a very common mis- 
take,” Callan said. “Certain 
types of snakes have learned to 
mimic the actions of rat- 
tlesnakes.” 
Massachusetts Snakes, A 
Guide, published by the 
chusetts Division of 
and Wildlife and the 
University of Massachusetts 
Extension, says of milk snakes, 
“Tail rattling may also lead 
some to mistake (a milk snake) 
for a rattlesnake, although the 


two species look quite differ- 
ent.” It goes on to state that 
milk snakes often make their 
homes in woodlands, fields, 
rocky hillsides, and the border- 
ing areas of wetlands. They 
can also commonly be found 


snakes exist 
primarily on small mammals 
and will enter burrows to con- 
sume younglings in their nests. 
They will eat other snakes, 
birds, bird eggs, frogs, fish 
earthworms, slugs, and inse

ter could have a significant 
impact in periods of low rain- 
fall,” said Sara Cohen, DCR 
Water Resources Specialist, 
who is the Ipswich River Grant 
Project Manager. “The less 
water people use from the tap, 
the less stress on the river, par- 
ticularly during dry periods.” 

By some calculations, lawn 
watering accounts for 15 to 20 
million gallons per day of water 
use in the Ipswich River water- 
shed, according to Cohen. 

“Interestingly, the amount of 
water used for lawn watering 
equals the amount of water sci- 
entists estimate we would need 
to return to the Ipswich River 
to provide healthy flows again,” 
Cohen said. 

“A 500-square-foot roof area 
can collect about 150 gallons of 
water in one of our typical 
small storms,” said Phil Reidy 
of Rainwater Recovery 
Systems, who will be installing 
the systems for DCR. “With a 
slightly larger roof area, a 200- 
gallon tank will fill completely 
in one of these typical half-inch 
storms,” explained Reidy. 
“Naturally, the larger the col- 
lection area, the larger the vol- 
ume of water collected.” 

The rainwater harvesting pro- 
ject is one of nine demonstra- 
tion projects being funded by 
the EPA grant to study ways to 
restore a healthy volume of 
flow to the Ipswich River. DCR 
will measure the volume of 
water pumped from the rainwa- 
ter harvesting systems. “Most 
of this is water that would oth- 
erwise have come from the 


tap,” explained Cohen. “We 
want to study what would hap- 
pen in the watershed if more 
people used rainwater -instead 
of tap water for their outdoor 
watering needs.” 

DCR is planning to install the 
majority of the rainwater har- 
vesting systems in Wilmington, 
which lies within the sensitive 
headwaters of the Ipswich 
River watershed, where water 
withdrawals have more severe 
impacts on the river. 

Wilmington’s water supply 
has been extremely stressed 
since February 2003, when con- 
tamination in the Maple 
Meadow Brook Aquifer forced 
the town to shut down five of its 
wells. Since then, the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection 
(DEP) has required the town to 
ban sprinkler systems and 
severely restrict outdoor water 
use. 

“We're excited to participate 
in the DCR study,” said Mike 
Woods, Superintendent of 
Wilmington’s Water 
Department. “We may be fac- 
ing a complete ban on outdoor 
watering in the future, so we're 
very interested in seeing how 
rainwater harvesting can help 
reduce demands on our water 
supply.” 

Other grant project partners 
include the Ipswich River 
Watershed Association and the 
U.S. Geological Survey as well 
as the Towns of Wilmington, 
Reading, North Reading,

"I don’t care what it costs.” 
} That was the quote from former Town Counsel Phillip Buzzell 
‘when the Town of Wilmington was discussing the preservation of 


‘the Harriden Tavern back in the 1970's. 


Captain Larz Neilson 


‘immortalized Buzzell’s words as a headline in the Town Crier and 
it quickly became the movement's battle cry. 

‘The Town agreed with the sentiment and put its money where its 
mouth was by voting to appropriate the funds in order to take the 
building and the land under eminent domain. 

‘Today, the town is faced once again with a similar circumstance. 
The support for the preservation of Butters Farm is overwhelming 
- just check out page 6 for the last two weeks. The only question 
remaining is, are we willing to put our money where our mouths 


are? 


The battle cry has changed somewhat. In 2005, we can’t live up 
to such cavalier words as those spouted in the1970’s. Our free cash 
surplus, which stood at $9.2 million just three years ago, is being 
depleted little by little with each fiscal year just to balance the 
town’s budget. In eighteen to twenty-four months, the town will 
likely have nothing more to dip into. 

‘Tewksbury is looking at some very difficult choices this year in 
order to balance its budget. Tewksbury’s recent bid to exempt 
from Proposition 2 1/2, for the purpose of raising $2 million for 
improvements to Tewksbury Memorial High School, lost by a mere 


8 votes in a special election. 


In 1976, there was no such thing as Proposition 2 1/2. 
Hence the battle cry has gone from "I don’t care what it costs," 


to "Please help." 


Make no mistake, the change in tone does not weaken the effort 
-; it simply opens up additional opportunities. With such an 
approach, the preservation of the Butters Farm needn't lie solely 
on the backs of Wilmington taxpayers - some of which may not be 
willing or able to shoulder the burden. Tewksbury has provided an 
outstanding template for success in utilizing a "please help" atti- 


tude in the 9-11 Memorial Fund. 


Jn far less than a year the dedicated members of the $11 
Memorial Fund Committee have raised $200,000 toward the con- 
struction costs for a permanent structure commemorating the vic- 
tims of the terrorist attacks of September 11, 2001. 

- To save the Butters Farm and to keep it where it stands, funds in 
the amount of $450,000 need to be raised. 

The Historic Commission has established an account to accept 
donations for the preservation/restoration of the Butters Farm. 
Every penny that can be raised, toward the $450,000 needed, in the 
short time allotted to the town under the Chapter 61A stipulations, 
is a penny that won't have to pass a debt exemption vote at a spe- 


cial town meeting.

had to send out for more beans 
after a much larger-than- 
expected crowd turned out. 
There was block dancing on the 
tennis courts. 200 were 
fired on the football field at 
midnight, Byt no fireworks. 

In 1977, the graduating class 
of Wilmington High School 
approached the selectmen for 
permission to build a gazebo on 
the Common as its graduation 
gift to the town. The gazebo 
became a catalyst for change. 

The following year, the 
Wilmington Recreation Dept. 
began holding concerts on the 
Common, and they proved to be 
quite popular. 

By the time 1980 rolled 
around, the town was ready for 
a big celebration. The 250th 
Anniversary Committee put 
together a slate that would last 
the whole year, with the high- 
light being a week-long cele- 
bration leading up to the 
Fourth of July, 

The old town library was 
turned over to the 250th 
Anniversary Committee, and it 
became known as the Fourth of 
July Headquarters. 

The year kicked off with a 
gala ball at the new Shriners’ 
Auditorium. With nearly 1000 
people in attendance, the food 
planning was woefully inade- 
quate. Some people might still 
be waiting for their dinner to 
this day. Master of Ceremonies 
Bob Cain did a masterful job of 
running the show under diffi- 
cult circumstances. 

Memorial Day weekend saw a 
one-pitch softball tournament 
at the Town Park. 

A second ball was held in 
June, again with no food, only 
this time, that was the plan. 

The highlight of the year was 
a week-long celebration, cli- 
maxing on the Fourth of July. 
It became the model for the 
town’s Fourth of July celebra- 
tion ever since, 

Larry Cushing’s carnival set 
up in the high school parking 
lot. There were daytime activi- 
ties for youngsters and adults, 
Each evening, there was a din- 
ner served by a different group, 
followed by a concert on the 
Common. On the big night, of 
course, there were fireworks, 


along with a chicken barbecue 
and a concert by the U.S. Air 
Force Reserve Band. 

The actual anniversary date 
is September 25. Ironically, 
Wilmington was founded on 
Boston’s 100th anniversary. So 
Wilmington scheduled its grand 
parade for September 7, to 
avoid scheduling conflicts with 
marching units committed to 
participate in the Boston 
parade on Sept. 21. And a grand 
parade it was. 

On the actual anniversary 
date, there was an ecumenical 
church service held at St. 
Thomas Church, followed by a 
march to the Common, where 
the Minutemen fired a salute. 
Then a 50-year time capsule 
was buried at the point of the 
Common. The capsule was pre- 
pared by the late Larry 
Juergens as an Eagle Boy 
Scout project. 

The 250th Anniversary 
Committee wrapped up its 
work with a commemorative 
book, published in the summer 
of 1981. 

Ever since then, the town has 
done the Fourth in a big way. 
The committee morphed into 
the Fourth of July Committee. 
Things changed a bit, but the 
spirit was always the same. 

The 275th Anniversary has, in 
large part, been modeled after 
the 250th, but has not yet had 
experienced the same buy-in 
from the community. 
According to 275th Anniversary 
Committee Chairman Jack 
Cushing, several of the 
fundraising events have been 
less than successful. He esti- 
mates that they are roughly 
$9,000 short of what will be 
needed to pay for the parade. 
He is optimistic about many of 
the upcoming events, however. 
The Frank Kelley Roast sched- 
uled for August 5th, for 
instance, is sure to be a sellout. 
The Committee will have a 
booth set up on July 3rd and 
will have Frank Kelley Roast 
tickets available for sale. The 
Committee will also have a 
book in which residents may 
sign up to be patrons of the cel- 
ebration. 
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has the right of first refusal. In 
other words, the Town has the 
right to purchase the property 
if it is able to match the offer of

The Town is given 120 days to 
match the offer and the clock 
started ticking four weeks ago 

Even WCVB Channel 5 News 
has taken an interest in the 
preservation efforts, thanks to 
Wilmington’s native son, David 
Boeri. The 323-year old home 
was featured on the June 21 
Channel 5 news broadcast at 
5:30 p.m. 

“Hopefully the public will 
respond and help us save this 
historic treasure,” said Carolyn 
Harris, Wilmington Historic 
Commission Chairman, “This 
is a cornerstone of Americana 
It's been there for 323 years and 
it needs to stay there.” 

With a deadline looming, a 
dedicated band of Wilmington 
residents are hard at work 
gathering the 200 signatures of 


registered voters required to 
call for a special town meeting. 
The purpose of the special town 
meeting would be to appropri- 
ate the necessary funds 
through a Proposition 2 1/2 debt 
exclusion vote. 

“This is exactly the type of sit- 
uation that-special town meet- 
ings were designed for,” Harris 
said. “A community’s true 
wealth can sometimes be mea- 
sured by what it can afford to 
leave as is.” 

The Butters Farm is the oldest 
farm in Wilmington and has 
been utilized as a residence 
continuously since its construc- 
tion.

William Butters of Scotland 
came over to the New World 
sometime the mid to 
late 1600’s, but not necessarily 
by choice. As a prisoner of the 
infamous Oliver Cromwell, 
William was sold into the New 
World as an indentured servant. 
Once his debt was paid off, he 
settled in Wilmington. 

William Butters II, who uti- 
lized the property to raise oxen, 
built the Butters Farm in 1682. 
He sired ten children and 
attained some measure of fame 
by being noted in Ripley’s 
Believe it or Not for trading a 
team of oxen for a wife. His 
children subsequently built 
their own homes throughout the 
immediate area, which soon 
became known as “Butters’ 
Row.” 

William Butters II was elected 
one of Wilmington’s first 
Selectmen in 1731. 

John Butters, grandson to 
William, Jr., was one of 14 
members of the Butters family 


Interchange update 
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with plans to build a 750,000 
square foot mall on the west 
side of I-93 in South Tewksbury 
on the Wilmington line, would 
also be serviced by the pro- 
posed interchange. Mills will 
abandon its plans for South 
Tewksbury should the proposed 
interchange not gain federal 
approval 

In response to the Mills 
Project, the MVEDC intends to 
build two “mixed use cores” 
along with a commuter rail sta- 
tion within the proposed inter- 
change. 

MVEDC President Robert 
Halpin’ described the “mixed 
use cores” as a small network 
of streets and buildings housing 
offices, R&D facilities, lun- 
cheonettes, and restaurants. 

According to Halpin, such an 
infrastructure would provide a 
haven for the roughly 6,500 
employees of Gillette, Wyatt, 
and other companies in the 
area during breaks and lunch- 
hours. 


According to Dennis Carlone, 
President of Carlone 
Associates, the firm designing 
the mixed use cores; the large 
population of workers in the 
area currently have nothing but 
a long road for their mid-day 
relaxation. 

“I saw people just walking up 
and down Burtt Road, and won- 
dered why,” Carlone said. 

The commuter rail will ideal- 
ly relieve a great deal of the 
traffic congestion that current- 
ly exists in the Ballardvale area 
of Andover during the morning 
and afternoon rush hours. It 
will also provide enhanced 
accessibility for commuters 
from Haverhill and Lawrence. 

All plans, at this point, rely on 
federal and state approval, but 
also, to some extent, on the 
consideration and acceptance 
of the affected communities of 
Tewksbury, Wilmington, and 
Andover. 

In consideration for federal 
approval, the council must pro- 
vide an assessment of the oper-

ational impact that the pro- 
posed interchange will have on 
the existing interstate. The 
assessment must clearly 
demonstrate how an additional 
interchange would affect, posi- 
tively or negatively, the inter- 
state’s efficiency. 

The Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts will likely focus 
on the economic and environ- 
mental impacts resulting from 
the addition of an interchange 
to the area; particularly in the 
affected towns of Tewksbury, 
Wilmington, and Andover. 

Suzanne Sullivan, a 
Selectman from Wilmington, 
expressed concern over the 
area’s current economic diffi- 
culties, which she opined would 
not be improved through 
MVEDC's proposals. 
According to Sullivan, 
Wilmington has been struggling 
to find and develop a town cen- 
ter for many years, but the 
interchange projects being dis- 
cussed could very well erase 
any chance for that to ever hap- 


to fight in the Revolutionary 
War. Theodore Butters, who 
was killed at the Battle of 
Gettysburg during the Civil 
War, lived on that farm. Every 
generation of Butters since, as 
a matter of fact, has served 
bravely in the military and in 
nearly every major war fought 
by the United States. 

The Baldwin Apple was first 
discovered and cultivated on 
the Butters Farm. It is cur- 
rently part of the 
Burlington/Wilmington/North 
Woburn Local “ industrial 
Heritage Trail. 

Direct descendents of William 
Butters still reside in 
Wilmington, but the Butters’ 
Farm was sold during the early 
1960's to the Emery family, who 
used the property to breed hors- 
es. 
The Emerys remained in the 
house until about 2000. Since 
that time, they have retained 
ownership and have rented the 
house out.

“This would be taking away 
business from 
depressed areas, 
referring to the small areas 
around the Wilmington com- 
muter rail, and the area around 
route 62.” 

Many residents of the affected 
towns are generally concerned 
with how this will affect their 
way of life. As with the Mills 
Project, many Tewksbury resi- 
dents are worried about the 
close proximity of the whole 
operation to South Street and 
its surrounding — residential 
areas. 

Halpin stated that if this were 
to work out, all three communi- 
ties would need to agree on one 
basic structure that would cre- 
ate a unified vision. He said he 
wanted communities to go back 
and talk and to ask themselves 
“Is it worth starting to talk 
about designing a singe struc: 
ture; one form for three com. 
munities?”

“Although they are not very 
aggressive, milk snakes will 
bite and spray musk if han- 
dled.” 

Callan and Ford removed the 
milk snake from Brand Avenue 
with the intention of releasing 
it in a more secluded spot. 

“You really don’t want to dis- 
place an animal too far from its 
home,” Callan said. 
“Displacement is a bad idea 
and can potentially introduce 
disease into a population of ani- 
mals that had not previously 
been exposed. Right now, there 
is an epidemic of rabies on 
Cape Cod and it may have been 
initiated by the illegal displace- 


ment of animals, such as 
foxes.” 

According to Callan, the only 
rattlesnake native to 
Massachusetts is the timber 
rattlesnake. 


“But you'd never find one out 
in this part of the state,” Callan 
said 

Timer rattlesnakes, according 
to Massachusetts Snakes, pre- 
fer dense forests with a thick 
“understory” for foraging. 
They hunt at night for prey, 
which includes mice, chip- 
munks and other squirrels, rab- 
bits, shrews, moles, weasels, 
and birds. They will sometimes 
feed on insects, amphibians, 
and other snakes. 

“When threatened, they 
vibrate their tails to produce a 
loud buzzing sound that is hard 
to miss,” Massachusetts Snakes 
states. “They are not particu- 


larly aggressive and bites are 
In Massachusetts, rat- 


rare.

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tlesnakes are so rare that they 
are almost never encountered 
by people.” 

Snakes, though commonly the 
source of phobias, are actually 
quite beneficial to have living 
nearby. They consume volumes 
of rodents every year, keeping 
the population in check. 
Garter, redbelly, and brown 


snakes. consume garden pests, 
such as slugs and certain types 
of soft-bellied insects.

Water ban 
continues 
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wells, but, as of now, residences 
utilizing private well water are 
not affected. Residents with pri- 
vate wells are urged to call the 
Board of Health, so that they 
may be put on the well list. 

Water shortages have become 
a state wide problem according 
to Wilmington’s Water & Sewer 
Superintendent, Michael 
Woods. The state is seeing a 
dire need for water conserva- 
tion and views outdoor irriga- 
tion as an unnecessary use of 
an increasingly valuable 
resource. 

According to recent govern- 
mental studies, the Ipswich 
River Watershed has been dan- 
gerously depleted due to exces- 
sive withdrawals by municipali- 
ties. 

“Municipal water withdrawals 
in the Ipswich basin collective- 
ly average about 30 million gal- 
lons per day," states the 
Charles River Watershed 
Association, "DEP is charged 
with regulating these with- 
drawals to ensure a balance 
among water uses and protec- 
tion of the water resource itself. 
However, DEP's WMA permit- 
ting decisions have failed to 
achieve these goals, and it has 
given resource protection, habi- 
tat and recreational uses short 
shrift." 

Wilmington is in the process 
of becoming a permanent mem- 
ber of the Massachusetts Water 
Resources Authority (MWRA) 
and is seeking the appropriate 
permitting from the city of 
Woburn to build a pipeline to 
hook into the MWRA trunk in 
East Woburn. 
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No one ever oa ee Gee Rocky 
Marciano in a_ professional 
fight. He remains the only 
heavyweight champion in histo- 
ry to have retired undefeated. 
The beloved champ, fighting 
out of Brockton, fought in a 
total of 49 professional matches, 
with 43 of those bouts ending in 
a knockout. 

The power of Marciano’s fists 
were the stuff of legends. At 
the height of his reign, the U.S. 
Testing Company was contract- 
ed to measure the power of 
Marciano’s punch. According 
to the December 1963 issue of 
Boxing Illustrated, “Marciano’s 
knockout blow packs more 
explosive energy than an 
armour-piercing bullet and rep- 
resents as much energy as 
would be required to spot lift 
1,000 pounds off the ground.” 

His knockout ratio, at 88 per- 
cent, remains the highest in 
heavyweight boxing history. 
George Foreman brings in sec- 
ond place with 87 percent and is 
followed by Joe Frazier’s 84 
percent. 

As an amateur fighter in 1946, 
however, Marciano ran into a 
real tough customer from 
Wilmington that he simply 
couldn't beat. Joe DeAngelis, 
19-years old and with only a 


year or two of boxing under his 
belt at the time, found himself 
in Portlan, Oregon as part of a 
team _srepresenting New 
England in the National Jr. 
AAU Championships. 

When recalling the tourna- 
ment, DeAngelis often 
remarked that it was the fur- 
thest he’d ever been from home 
at the time and he was sur- 
prised that his mother even 
allowed him to go. 

Marciano was in the Army at 
the time and was representing 
Ft. Lewis, Washington. 
Marciano and DeAngelis met 
prior to their infamous bout in 
the cafeteria. The 5'9” 
Marciano looked up at the 6’3” 
DeAngelis and said, “You're a 
good fighter; you'll make it to 
the finals. And when you do 
I'm going to stiffen ya.” 

The accounts of DeAngelis’ 
response have varied over the 
years, but history proved 
Marciano’s prediction wrong. 

To progress through the tour- 
nament, fighters were required 
to fight twice a night for three 
nights. Marciano knocked out 
both of his first two opponents 
in less than a minute. The sav- 
agery of those fights, as a mat- 
ter of fact, convinced his next 
two opponents to bow out, 
which propelled him to the

finals. He quickly became 
known in the newspapers as 
“Rockabye Rocky.” 

DeAngelis made his way to 
the finals one match at a time. 
When he met Marciano, he had 
already gone the distance in an 
earlier fight. Standing in the 
ring with Marciano during the 
referee's instructions, 
DeAngelis couldn’t help think- 
ing that he was looking at the 
most muscular human being 
ever. 

At the sound of the bell, 
Marciano came racing out of 
his corner with his head down 
and started winging punches - 
he was looking for a quick 
knockout, but it was a classic 
example of a brawler vs. a 
boxer. DeAngelis managed to 
avoid every shot in the first 
round and landed easily with 
his left jab and landed one of 
the best right hands of his 
career. 

“T hit him as hard as J ever hit 
anyone,” DeAngelis told Jim 
Brady of Boxing Illustrated in 

989. “He didn’t even shake his 
head. Later in the round, I got 
him a few more good shots - 
and he ignored those too. 1 
knocked out quite a few guys in 
my day, but I never hit anybody 
so hard or so often as Rocky. I 
thought I was gonna bust a 
hand...” 

Marciano still couldn’t land a 
shot in the second round and 
was heckled from the crowd as 
a result. Marciano invited the 
heckler to come on up and see 
if he could land against 
DeAngelis. The crowd went 
wild. 

In the third and final round, 
with about 15 seconds left, 
Marciano did land a devastat- 
ing shot to the top of DeAngelis’ 
head. DeAngelis was fighting 
to stay on his feet as the crowd 
leapt to theirs. He managed to 
avoid anymore of Marciano's 
punches and survived the round 
to pull out a unanimous deci- 
sion. 

Marciano lost to three other 
fighters as an amateur. 
DeAngelis fought and handily 
beat one of those fighters, but 
the other two refused to fight 
him. DeAngelis had a great 
career ahead of him, but it was 
not to be. During the pre-fight 
examination of his first pro- 
fight, the doctor identified a 
heart murmur. The doctor, a 
heart specialist coincidentally, 
was not supposed to have been 
there, but was filling in for the 
boxing commission's regular 
physician. DeAngelis was 
allowed to fight only if he 
promised to submit to a com- 
prehensive examination later 
that night. 

DeAngelis won his one and 
only professional fight by way 
of a first round knockout. He 
was denied a license to continue 
as a pro due to his heart condi- 
tion. He never even got paid 
the $75 agreed upon for that one 
fight. 

DeAngelis left boxing and

went to work for the MBTA. He 
ran into Marciano on October 
16, 1950 at the Boston Garden 
during the Ray Robinson - Joe 
Rindone fight. By then, Rocky 
had won 29 fights, 27 by knock- 
out, and was only two years 
away from winning the world 
title. The two sat together and 
laughed about Marciano’s 
scarred knuckle. 

According to Jim Brady in the 
April 1989 issue of Boxing 
Illustrated, Marciano used to 
regularly share his respect of 
DeAngelis with crowds. Brady 
wrote, “’I wouldn’t be here 
today, reigning heavyweight 
champion Rocky Marciano 
used to say on the banquet cir- 
cuit, ‘if a guy named Joe 
DeAngelis was still fightin’’” 

DeAngelis moved to 
Wilmington in 1965 to raise his 
family and tended bar part- 
time for 30 years at the 
‘Tewkshury/Wilmington Elks 
Club. He passed away of con- 
gestive heart failure in 1999. 

State Representative James 
Miceli has long been a fan of 
boxing and is proud to have 
counted DeAngelis as a good 
friend. 

“He was a wonderful man 
with a heart of gold,” said 
Miceli. “He was one of the 
nicest gi ‘ou'd ever meet and 
he could still throw a vicious 
punch right up until he became 
ill.” 

DeAngelis’ image is immortal- 
ized on the bar of the Skybox 
Lounge in Tewksbury, which is 
owned in part by DeAngelis’ 
son, Joe, jr. 

“He really didn’t talk about 
his boxing much,” said Joe, jr. 
“he was pretty quiet about it. 
But you could tell that it was 
important to him.”

+ One man does certainly not 
build an athletic program on his 
bwn, as it takes the efforts and 
fontributions of many coaches 
and administrators as well as

But at 
Shawsheen Tech, it is undeniable 
that one man has made an 
incredible impact over the past 
quarter century. 
» Athletic director Ron 
Nowakowski will retire as the 
school year comes to a close, 
+ wrapping up a 30 year career at 
the Tech, the past 26 of which he 
*has served as athletic director. 
* Shawsheen has seen its sports 
Program undergo tremendous 
{growth during Nowakowski's 
tenure, almost doubling the 
amount of varsity sports it had 
when he first took over. 
> “It’s been a very enjoyable 
eareer,” Nowakowski said. “We 
have expanded our program with 
sports like girls soccer and 
lacrosse, It’s been nice watching 
the school grow over the years.” 
Of course, Nowakowski has done 
a lot more than just watch the 
program grow, as he played a sig- 
nificant part in it. He has also 
expanded his expertise to the 
entire Commonwealth Athletic 
Conference, having served as 
President of the CAC for the past 
19 years as well, In this role, 
Nowakowski has taken tremen- 
dous pride in not only 
Shawsheen's competitive teams, 
but the overall excellence of the 
entire CAC. 
“We have some terrific teams in 
‘this league,” Nowakowski said. 


ra “The wrestling teams can knock 


each other off on any given night 
and the basketball teams are 


very similar. A couple of years 
ago all of our basketball teams 
won in the first round. That is 
nice to see when you are involved 
like I am.” 

As much pride as Nowakowski 
takes in the entire league his 
heart lies with the Rams of 
Shawsheen, and he has seen 
some great teams through the 
course of his career as both A.D. 
as well as boys basketball coach 
where he served from 1975-1985 
and again from 2002-2005. 

With all of the teams he has 
presided over, it was difficult for 
Nowakowski to-pick out just one 
team that has stood out over the 
years, but when pressed he was 
able to point to one year in par- 
ticular which featured several 
great teams. 

“(The year) 1984 was a premier 
for us. We won the league title in 
boys soccer and we beat Andover 
and Medford in the tournament, 
which was incredible for a school 
of our size,” Nowakowski said. 
“The boys basketball team went 
21-1 and the hockey team went 21- 
0-1 and were state champs. We 
have had a lot of great years, but 
that really stands out because of 
our success in the tournament.” 

Those teams, as well as many 
others at Shawsheen, were led by 
outstanding coaches. While the 
coaches and players put in the 
hard work to get the job done, it 
was Nowakowski who hired them, 
picking out individuals he felt 
would be best to guide the ath- 
letes at Shawsheen. 

“I try to look for somebody who 
loves kids and loves to motivate 
kids. I want them to teach them 
not just sports, but life values,” 
Nowakowski said. “Sports are 
temporary, but if you go into life 
with those qualities they can 


carry you through. The coaches 
have to be good role models 
because they are molding kids for 
the future.” 

His ability to pick out quality 
people to lead his young athletes 
has been remarkable, as evi- 
denced by the list of names he 
ran off with pride. 

“Go back to coach (Mark) 
Donovan who has done a fantas- 
tic job with the wrestling team 
competing in Division 1, and Ron 
Gordon is a Hall of Famer and 
has earned a lot of wins and 
given tremendous devotion to the 
hockey team. Chet Flynn has 
done a great job with volleyball 
and Jack Viveiros has been 
tremendous for us most recently 
in girls soccer,” Nowakowski said. 
“And then some of our newer 
coaches like Al Costabile in foot- 
ball and Kevin Bloom in baseball 
have been great and Dick Barris 
has been outstanding with boys 
soccer.” 

While Nowakowski certainly is 
appreciative of the job done by 
these coaches, the coaches are 
equally grateful for the service 
he has put in. Costabile, who will 
take over the AD position for 
Nowakowski has been very 
impressed with the job his prede- 
cessor has done. 

“I think he deserves a lot of 
credit for the service he has put 
in to the school,” Costabile said. 
“Having been introduced to the 
job the last month or so I am very 
respectful of the job he has done. 
He has done a_ tremendous 
amount of work and the program 
has grown through his tenure. It 
is a great compliment to him for 
the program to be where it is 
today.” 

Throughout his career, as 
Nowakowski pointed out, he has

had the assistance of many great 
coaches to help his success, but 
even more important he has had 
tremendous support at home. 

“I have an extremely supportive 
wife,” Nowakowski said. “For the 
past 18 years, my wife Patricia 
has been a tremendous amount of 
support for me.”. 

Nowakowski has also served as 
a math teacher for the past 30 
years at the Tech, and has 
obtained a boat load of memories 
over the year that will be difficult 
to leave behind. 

“I will miss it tremendously, but

If this was a television script it might open with: “Your mission, 
should you accept it, is to keep the traffic flowing smoothly during 
peak rush hour times.” This seemingly impossible mission is will- 
ingly accepted by the 22 drivers manning the CaresVans and ramp 
tru hat patrol the most heavily traveled highways throughout 
the Commonwealth. 

“On just about any major highway, except the (Massachusetts 
Turnpike), you'll find our trucks” said Jim Brietzke, manager for 
the program for Export Enterpris 

He noted that “From Sullivan Square south (including the 
Leonard Zakem/Bunker Hill Bridge) is covered by MassPike.” 

varesVan is operated by Export through 
a contract with the Massachusetts Highway T 
Department (MassHighway). The pro- 
gram, with an annual budget of $2 
million, is partially fund- 
8 million over 
by. Commerce 
Jompany. 

This allows the 
program to operate 
at no cost to the 
motorists who 
receive the service. 

Because the drivers 
are in direct contact 4 
with the State 
Police and they 
travel a continous 
loop for about 13 
miles, they are 
often the — first 
responders on the 
scene at accidents, 
medical emergen 
cies and other 
potential traffic 
problems. i 

If a driver has an 7 
automobile club member- a 
ship and wishes to use it, they can contact the local club for the 
member. However, if the CaresVan provides the service it is done at 
no charge. 

“We don't accept tips or gratuities of any kind,” Brietzke said. 

There are four trucks patrolling the roads in this area. The I-93 
corridor from Sullivan Square to Concord Street; and the 1-95 cor- 
ridor from Beverly to I-93 and from I-93 are covered by three dif- 
ferent vans in the CaresVan colors of green and white. From 
Concord Street in Wilmington to the state line is covered by a green 
and white ramp truck. 

The ramp truck 
is used in that area 
and in areas along 
the southern por- 
tion of Route 128 
because of the 
active breakdown jim 
lane. When a vehi- j 
cle breaks down in 
that portion of the 
highway, the most 
important task is to get it off the highway to a location where it can 
be worked on safely. 

Each of the vans carries a basic tool kit, emergency first aid kit, 
five gallons of diesel fuel and regular gasoline, five gallons of anti- 
freeze and other necessary fluids, two gallons of oil, a jump-start 
kit, hazardous material kit, air compressor, sledge hammer, crow- 
bar, lockout tools, and a fire extinguisher. 

MassHighway spokesperson Eric Abel said, “They are not 
equipped to go beyond a simple 10-minute fix.” 

In the case of a broken down vehicle with a major problem, the

CaresVan driver will contact the State Police, who send out the tow 
company with the contract for that area. Export does have some of 
the tow contracts with the State Police but they are mostly on sec- 
ondary roadways. 

According to Brietzke, “The two biggest things are people with 


flat tires or they are out of gasoline. Occasionally they loc! 
selves out of the car on the highway.” 

However, both Brietzke and colleague Dave Cronin, who does 
the northern I-93 route, have both reported some very strange 
sights when they stopped to help out people stranded by the side of 
the road. Brietzke recalled the time he was making a stop near 

Spot Pond and discovered 
, the two people in the car 
engaged in sexual rela- 
5 | tions. 

He has also 
helped a large tur- 
tle find its way 
across the road and 
has often had to 
remove dead deer 
from the roadway. 
In situations like 
these, Brietzke 
can relay on 
help from the 
State Police 
and/or from 
passing truckers 
who will block the 

road with their rigs. 
The worst experience was when Med-Flite 
had to be called in to evacuate a driver who had been 

involved in a multi-car pile-up on I-93. 

Cronin said his strangest experience occurred only one 
month after he had been on the job. He pulled over to help a 
car in the breakdown lane and found a mother in the middle of giv- 
ing birth to quintuplets. 

All of the trucks are equipped with radios, which have direct 
contact to the State Police and medical help was summoned. 

Each of the drivers is trained in CPR and in basic first aid. 
Brietzke noted that two of the drivers in the Worcester and 
Springfield areas are certified as Emergency Medical Technicians 
but that is not a requirement for the position. 

All of the drivers receive two-weeks of training before going on 
the road and have usually worked as tow truck operators for other 
companies before joining the program.

first started by CVS in the 1980's. That company still operates two 
vans in the South Shore area under a different program. 

Abel explained that MassHighway has been operating the pro- 


~ gram since 1993. The program operates during peak travel hours of 


6:30 a.m. to 9:30 a.m. and from 3:30 p.m. to 6:30 p.m., Monday 
through Friday.

GRADE: *** 


Sotne of the same sorts of 
revelations that give "Star 
Wars: Revenge of the Sith" a 
sense of wonder appear in 
“Batman Begins”, which tells 
the tale of how Bruce Wayne 
(Christian Bale) develops the 
Batcave, the Batsuit and the 
Batmobile (rendered here 
like a gas-guzzling Hummer, 
nothing like the sleek 
Corvette-style Batmobile. in 
which Michael Keaton tooled 
around the streets of Gotham 
back in 1989) 

Except for a few quips 
from the formidable support- 


ing cast - including Michael 
Caine as an ideal Alfred the 
butler and Morgan Freeman 
as Bruce's equivalent of Q 
from the James Bond films - 
“Batman Begins" is extreme- 
ly self-serious 

Yes, the Dark Knight is 
supposed to be a tormented 
soul, having witnessed his 
parents' murder and used 
that guilt and anger as the 
inspiration for his nighttime 
forays into vigilante justice. 

As director and co-writer 
(with David S. Goyer, who 
also wrote the "Blade" 
movies based on the comic 
books), Christopher Nolan 
takes an admirable stab at 
developing a character-dri- 
ven drama, only to give in to 


generic action-movie conven- 
tions with a blinding, deafen 
ing, explosion-laden finale 
that could have capped off 
any number of interchange- 
able summer flicks. 

There are also some sur- 
prising _ inconsistencies 
throughout the script, such 
as the jarring morning-after- 
the-destruction scene, and 
the fact that Bruce is pre 
sumed dead for seven years 
while secretly training to 
become Batman (Liam 
Neeson plays his mentor, yet 
another "Star Wars" 
reminder), and no one is 
shocked to see him alive and 
well when he returns to save 
Gotham from crime and cor 
ruption. 


But the weakest link of all 
is Katie Holmes as Bruce's 
childhood friend and vague 
love interest, Rachel Dawes. 
Part of the problem is that 
this is a man's world - at 
least it will be until 
Catwoman shows up in a cou- 
ple of episodes - so her role 
is underdeveloped, and part 
of the problem is the casting 
itself. It is simply too diffi- 
cult to accept the former 
"Dawson's Creek" star, with 
her exceedingly youthful 
good looks and little-girl 
voice, as a tough assistant 
district attorney who repre- 
sents one of the last bastions 
of morality in this urban 
cesspool. 

Another of the film's 
attempts at relevance - a 
threat of foreign terrorists 
spreading poison through the 
water supply to create 
massive communal panic _- 
comes off as a clunky reflec- 
tion of real-life homeland 
security concerns.

But the moment we've all 
been waiting for is one that 
simply must be experienced 
in a packed theater: when 
the mask goes on and the 
helmet comes down and 
Anakin takes his first raspy 
breath as Darth Vader in all 
his glory. 

The symbolism is power- 
ful to behold, especially 
when compared to the hor- 
rendously disappointing 
Episodes I and II. In retro- 
spect, the first two "Star 
Wars" prequels seem even 
more useless, with their stilt- 
ed dialogue and their numb- 
ing, CGI-infused clone bat- 
tles. 

Lucas wisely has placed 
the emphasis this time on 
elaborate lightsaber duels 
between Anakin and mentor 
Obi-Wan Kenobi (Ewan 
McGregor) against the Sith 
lord Count Dooku 
(Christopher Lee), and ulti- 
mately between Anakin and 
Obi-Wan themselves. Some of 
the biggest thrills come from 
tiny Yoda, the Jedi master 
who's at the height of his 
powers here. 

Lucas' writing still leaves 
something to be desired, 
though, especially during the 
exchanges between Anakin 
and his secret bride, Senator 
Padme Amidala (Natalie 
Portman), who announces in 
Episode III that she's preg- 
nant (with twins we've come 
to know as Luke and Leia in 
Episode IV, the original "Star 
Wars"). 

His love for Padme, 
though, is partly the inspira- 
tion for Anakin's conversion.

Whether you're single or part of a 
couple or family, make sure you’re aware of all the decisions 
made regarding fin-ances. Spouses should participate equally 
in planning and savings decisions. 

In the event of a divorce, women should get advice on their 
future budget and insist that their ex-spouse provide adequate 
long-term, disability and life insurance coverages to protect 
any alimony in the event of death or disability. 

* Plan for gaps. If you plan on leaving the workforce at any 
time, you have two choices. You can leave your existing retire- 
ment savings in your prior employer’s qualified plan or roll 
over the funds to an IRA account.

Every year the Kiwanis Club of 
Wilmington along with many of the 
New England District Kiwanis Clubs 
hold their family safety day. This is 
done in conjunction with the 
Wilmington Police and _ Fire 
Departments. Helmets are checked 
over for defects -and sizing, refitted, if 
necessary, and if they need to be 
replaced are sold for a very modest 
price. Technicians from the Cycle Loft 
check every bike, adult as well as chil- 
dren’s, and make minor adjustments if 
necessary. Then the children. go 
through a course consisting of five pos- 
sibly dangerous road simulations. Some 
of the simulations are "Threading the 
Needle" which simulates road hazards 
such as potholes and other surface 
defects and debris and "Dangerous 
Driveway" because one third of bicycle 
accident occur where a child’s own 
driveway meets the street. This exer- 
cise explains the necessity of stopping 


and looking before riding into the 
street. At the end of the course each 
child receives a certificate of comple- 
tion and a goody bag with safety hand- 
outs and candy. Refreshments are also 
available for adults as well as children. 
It’s a great way to teach bicycle safety. 

The previous week in conjunc- 
tion with the Wilmington Police 
Department, safety assemblies are held 
in the elementary schools in 
Wilmington. 

For people who missed the 
Rodeo and still need helmets, the 
Kiwanis Club in conjunction with the 
Fire Department have helmets on sale 
atthe same price at the Fire 
Department side of the Wilmington 
Public Safety Building. Just ask the 
dispatcher on the Fire Department side 
of the lobby and he/she will get one of 
the Firefighters to help you with the 
helmets.

Camp Sunshine was founded in 1984 
and is adjacent to Point Sebago 
Resort in Casco, Maine. For seven- 


teen years, Dr. Larry and Anna° 


Gould, the owners of Point Sebago, 
donated the facilities and the person- 
nel of their resort for the camp's 
operation of four weeks each year. 
After watching a TV program on a 
camp for children with cancer, the 
Goulds decided to offer a similar pro- 
gram at their resort. Discussions 
with the chief of pediatric oncology 
at Children’s Hospital in Boston 
resulted in the Goulds offering a pilot 
family camp for 43 sick children and 
their families for a week in June 1984: 
When fathers at the end of the week 
thanked Dr. Gould for the week while 
hugging -him and crying, the Goulds 
knew that this was a very special 
program. They continued to offer the 
program at no charge to the families, 
expanding to four weeks a year, two 
weeks in early June and two weeks in 
- late September. Demand for services 
far exceeded capacity and a perma- 
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Camp Sunshine 


nent facility, built on 15 acres’ donat- 
ed by the Goulds was opened in June 
2001. 

Camp Sunshine supports children 
with life-threatening illnesses and 
their families. The camp has the dis- 
tinction of being the only program in 
the nation whose mission is to 
address the impact of a life threaten- 
ing illness on every member of the 
immediate family—the ill child, the 
parents, and the siblings. Since its 
inception, Camp Sunshine has pro- 
vided a haven for over 16,000 individ- 
uals from diverse cultural back- 
grounds. 

Families with a child diagnosed 
with diseases such as cancer, kidney 
disease, lupus, diabetes, solid-organ 
transplants, and other life-threaten- 
ing illnesses attend one of the week- 
long camps. The focus is on alleviat- 
ing the strain that a life threatening 
illness takes not only on the sick 
child but also on other family mem- 
bers. Families have an opportunity to 
rebuild their relationships together 


and meet other families facing simi- 
lar challenges. 

Free quality services are provided 
at the camp including accommoda- 
tions and meals, onsite medical serv- 
ices, counseling services and recre- 
ational facilities. While the camp is in 
session, each: family stays in their 
own family suite. Breakfast, lunch, 
and dinner are served each day. 

Volunteers, except for those who live 
nearby, also stay on the property. 
Camp Sunshine is staffed almost 
entirely by volunteers, many of 
whom return year after year. The vol- 
unteers reflect the diversity of the 
families and help with recreational 
leadership, childcare, food service 
and whatever else needs to be done. 

Another distinctive compo- 
nent of the program is the medical 
facilities and professional staff that 
are available to address the taxing 
physical needs of children with intru- 
sive diseases. A physical is located at 
the camp for the entire session so 
that families can be secure in the 


knowledge that the camp offers 24- 
hour onsite medical support. In addi- 
tion, a hospital with full-time emer- 
gency room physicians and pediatri- 
cians is only 25 minutes from the 
camp. 

Recreational hours allow children to 
relax and enjoy the simple pleasures 
of childhood while their parents find 
quiet moments to walk by the lake 
and reaffirm their support for one 
another. In addition, games and 
events are designed to foster family 
involvement, encouraging families to 
laugh and play as a unit. This 
approach builds a new foundation the 
family can take with them when the 
camp is over to unite them during the 
darker times they will face.

The Kiwanis name 


The name “Kiwanis” was adapted 
from the expression “Nunc Kee- 
wanis" in the Orchipew (Native 
America) language, meaning "We 
have a good time.” “We make a 
noise.” Or under another construc- 
tion, “We trade or advertise.” Some 
persons prefer to pronounce the word 
“ki”, others, “kee.” 

During the organization’s founding 
in 1915, members belonged to the 
“Benevolent Order Brothers.” The 
name, however, was unsatisfactory 
from the first. 

“It seems to me,” said member 
Harry A. Young, “that benevolent 
Order Brothers is a mighty peculiar 
name for an organization of busi- 
nessmen. Who wants to be a BOB? 
Well, I don’t for one. The name 
sounds downright silly, and I think 
we'd be getting off to a better start if 
we changed it right now before we go 
any further.” 

A committee of members sought the 
assistance of Clarence M. Burton, 
than historian for the City of Detroit, 


Nowlan 


Michigan. Burton found the expres- 
sion “Nunc Kee-wanis” in Bishop 
Baraga’s dictionary of the Otchipew 
language. 

The name was perfect. It satisfied 
founder Allen Simpson Browne, 
because one variation of its meaning, 


“We trade,” corresponded with his F 


conception of the new organization. 
He believed that better business 
opportunities among the members— 
adding up to a sort of reciprocal 
trade arrangement—constituted its 
prime purpose. 

Other members, however, believed 
that the group should “make a 
noise”—a noticeable difference— 
through community service.
